New York, Jan. 28.—TTp to noon 


today the total loss of life by last 
night's train wreck on the Central 
railroad of New Jersey at Graceland, 
N. J., was believed to be twenty- 


one. 


Of these, fourteen bodies had been 


identified and ten were held at Plain- 
field for identification. 
From the 


wreckage 
twenty-one 
bodies were 


taken. 


More than fifty persons were in- 


jured, some of them very severely. 


The hospital reports today, how- 


ever, were that with perhaps one or 
two exceptions all would recover.

FIX THE BLAME. 


The blame for the 
accident 
is 


placed by the officials of the Jersey 
Central on W. E. Davis, engineer of 
the Philadelphia and Beading ex- 
press, and according to a. policeman 
•who took Davis from the smashed- 
tip cab of his engine, Davis admitted 
that he had taken chances and dis- 
regarded 
the danger 
signals dis- 


played, because he expected to see 
the red and green lights change to 
white as he neared them. They did 
not change, but it was too late to 
stop, and in an instant almost the 
crash came, carrying death to more 
than a score of human beings. The 
•csnes following the wreck were un- 


usually horrible, 
because the cars 


were splintered almost to kindling 
wood by the force of the explosion, 
hot coals from the engine firebox 
poured out and the wood was soon 
burning fiercely. What hope there 
bad been of rescuing the wounded in 
the last car of the local express had 
to be given up as the flames spread, 
and 
undoubtedly 
some 
of 
the 


wounded imprisoned by the piled-up 
debris were burned to death. 


PLUNGED INTO WBECKAGE. 
An eastbound train ran into the 


wreckage of the other two and added 
to a loss of life. 


Most of the passengers on the local 


express, on which all of those killed 
were riding, 
were well-to-do resi- 


dents of Plainfield, N. J., and neigh- 
boring towns, who were returning to 
their homes from 
their places of 


business in New York. Of the iden- 
tified dead, seven lived in Plainfield, 
and in the long list of injured Plnin- 
field is given as the home of a ma- 
jority. 
Nearly every block in the 


town seemed to have one or more 
wounded in it today, but the city's

NOTJJMAINTY 


May Be Many Obstacles in the 
Way of Merging City Lines 


and Interurban. 


When the recent contract was made 


by 
the 
McCulloch-Paul-Fleming 


syndicate for the purchase of the Foit 
Wayne traction 
lines there was a 


very general belief that the move- 
ment meant the ultimate merging of 
the city lines with the Interurban 
road now in course of construction 
between this city and Lima, Ohio. 


As a result ,of .this conviction ad- 


ditional opposition developed to the 
granting of the extension of time for 
the construction of the Fleming line 
on East Berry street, interested resi- 
dents asserting that inasmuch as the 
two companies were to be practically 
one, there was no need of cutting up 
additional streets with tracks. 
Dis- 


cussing the situation this morning, 
Henry C. Paul said: 


"It is by no means certain that it 


will be possible to merge the city 
lines and the iuterurban system, for 
while there are a number of gentle- 
men who are interested in both com- 
panies as stockholders, the organiza- 
tions are entirely separate; each has 
stockholders which have no holdings 
in the other, and these gentlemen 
may be adverse to joining properties. 
The independent entrance was peti- 
tioned for because of inability to deal 
advantageously with the owners of 
the city lines, and the possession of 
that independent entrance may be 
just as essential now as then. It is 
impossible to say what can be done 
until matters have reached a more 
definite stage. 
It is expected that 


n conference of the purchasers of the

lines will be held soon,

when that is held some definite plan 
of procedure will be agreed upon."

tion to tortures and thereby have 
been arraigning the American army.

"It has been the very vermin," he 
said, "of this debate and I am a little 
surprised to find it crawling in the 
hair of the honorable senator from 
Indiana."

TAUNTED BY BEVEEIDGE. 


Beplying, 'Mr. Beveridge said Mr. 


Carmack had made his charge be- 
cause the investigation did not re- 
sult as he (Carmack) had hoped it 
would. "It did not result in putting 
on the American army the brand 
which the senator had thought would 
be put there, but which resulted in a 
complete and brilliant vindication." 


Mr. Carmack again reverted to the 


investigation by the committee on 
Philippines as to the conduct of the 
army in the Philippines, and said it 
occupied but four days of seven hours 
each, "Although the secretary of war 
with his usual lavish unveracity had 
said it occupied five months."

kirk must answer upon a charge of 
having stolen money from the Unit- 
ed States mails. 


VanBuskirk was arrested at An- 


gola Tuesday afternoon by postal au- 
thorities. He has been connected with 
the Angola postoffice for the 
past 


three years; was deputy postmaster 
under Postmaster Carver and during 
the administration 
of Postmast-r 


Bose he has been acting as stamp 
and distributing clerk at the general 
delivery window. 
When arraigned 


before the commissioner today Van 
Buskirk was not represented by at- 
torney, but he waived a hearing and 
his mother, Mrs. Elizabeth VouBus- 
lurk, signed his bond in the sum of 
$1,000. 
Mrs. VanBuskirk came to 


the city at noon today in company 
with Elder C. S. Medbury and anoth- 
er friend of the accused young man. 
Within a few minutes after their ar- 
rival the bond had been given and 
the young man was released. 


FELL INTO TBAP QUICKLY. 
Young VanBuskirk 
fell into the 


trap quickly, and the postofflce in- 
spectors landed him in short order. 
For three months or more there has 
been repeated complaints of the dis- 
appearance of letters containing va- 
rious sums of money 
addressed to 


parties at Angola, and it is learned 
that suspicion had been directed to- 
ward VauBuskirk.

Monday a 


decoy letter was sent to Angola, but 
it passed through safely and was 
undisturbed. 


Tuesday morning Inspector W. L. 


Moore, of 
Toledo, arrived

Wayne to join forces with Inspector

up the Angola case. 
At the inspec-

any easier upon him if he were to 
make a clean breast of it. 


When the marked bills were found 


in his possession the inspectors took 
VanBuskirk into custody and kept 
him in a room at a hotel in Angola 
until last evening. He was brought 
to Fort Wayne, turned over to Dep- 
uty Marshal Scott and locked up for 
the night. 
To the officers VanBus- 


kirk admitted having once taken $2 
from the stamp 
drawer, and $15 


from a letter addressed to another 
party, but protests his innocence of 
other peculations.

university and early in the 80's cann 
to Fort Wayue as an instructor ill, 
the M. E. college under President Yo-< 
cum. 
Later he held a place in an 


educational institution at Glasgow^ 
Mo., owned by the Methodist church, 
south, and was for a time a teacher iu 
the Chicago city schools. 


Beturning 
to Indiana 
after th« 


Fort Wayne college became Taylofi 
university at Upland, Prof. CHppin- 
ger was made dean and professor ofi 
natural sciences there, retaining tha 
position until June last, when he re- 
moved to Columbus, where a number1 


of relatives reside. 
His only son, an 


attorney, died at Columbus but two 
weeks ago. Surviving are the widow* 
and a daughter, Mrs. Gertrude Ma- 
hiu, of Denver, Colo., whose husband 
is a son of the late Bev. A. E. Ma* 
hiu, of this city.

illustrious dead. Preceding the ban- 
quet the president held a reception at 
the Hotel McKinley.

THE PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 
President Booseveit spoke as fol- 


lows:

Toastnmster 
and 
Gentlemen :— 


ThroUffhont our history, and indeed through- 
out history jcenorally. it hi* been g'ven to 
only a very few thrice-favored m*n to tako 
to marhed a load in tho crises faced by their 
sovural jonerattcnn that thereafter eich 
stands at the embodiment of the triumphant 
*fforh hf hlrt 
ffonnration. 
President McKln 


ley was ono of those men. 


If durtn? the lifetime of a generation no 


crisis occurs mtftlclent to cull out In marked 
manner tlju energies of the (strongest leader, 
then of 
coiirno tho world 
doen not and 


can not know of tho existence of such a 
leader ; and in consequence thorn are long 
1 


periorta in the history ot every nation (hir- 
ing which no man appears who leaven an In- 
delible mark in history. If, on tho othor 
hand, tho crisis i« one so many-Bided na to 
call for the dovelopmont and cueroUe of 
many dtfltflict attributes, it may be that 
more than one man will appear In order that 
the requlromnnta shall be fully mot. In 
the revolution o-nd In the period of con- 
structive statesmanship immediately follow- 
ing it. for our pood fortune it bofoll us that 
tho 1H sliest military unrl thn highest civic 
attributes were embodied In Washington, 
and so In him we havo one of the undying 


an even greater statesman, and above all a 
public servant whose lofty and disinterested 
patriotism rendered Ms power and ability — 
alike on fought fields and in council cham- 
bers — of the most far-reachinj scrvico to tho 
republic. 


LINCOLN AND GRANT. 


In the civil war tJio two functions were 


divided, and Lincoln and Grant \vill stand 
forevormoro with their names inscribed on 
the honor roll of those who have deserved 
tt'oll of mankind hy saving: to humanity a 
precious 
heritage. 
In 
similar 
fashion 


Thomas Jefferson and Andrew Jackson each 
stands as the foremost representative of the 
groat movement of hi* generation, and their 
names symbolize to us their times and the 
hrp«s and aspirations of their times. 


It was given to President McKinley to 


tal:r the foremost place in our political life 
at a time when our country was brought 
face to face with problems more momentous 
than nny whose solution we have ever at- 
tempted, save only In tho revolution and in 
the civil war; and H was under his leader- 
ship that the nation solved these mighty 
problems aright. Therefore he shall stand 
In tho eyes of history not merely us tho first 
man of his generation, but as among the 
greatest figures in our national life, coming 
second only to the men of the two groat 
crises in which tlio union was founded and 
preserved. 


M'KINLEY TRAINED FOR TASK- 


No man could carry through successfully 


such & task as President McKinley undertook, 
unless trained by long years of effort for 
its performance. Knowledge of his fellow- 
citizens. ability to understand them, keen 
sympathy with even their Innermost feelings. 
and yet power to load them, together with 
far-Righted sagacity and resolute, belief both 
In the people and In their future— all these 
were needed in the man who headed tho 
march of our people during the eventful 
years from 1896 to 1901. These were the 
qualities possessed by McKinley and devel- 
oped by him throughout his whole history 
previous to assuming the presidency. As a 
lad ho hid tho Inestimable privilege of 
Berving. first in the ra.nka. and then as a 
commissioned officer, in tho groat war for 
national union, righteousness and grandeur; 
he was one of those whom a kindly Provl- 
denro permitted to t alt ft part in a struggle 
which ennobled every man who fought there- 
in. Ke who when little moro than u. boy 
had seen the grim steadfastness which after 
four ynars of giant struggle restored the 
union and freed the slave was not there- 
alter to he daunted by danger or frightened 
out of his belief in the groat destiny of our 
people. 


HIS RISE IN CONGRESS. 


Some years after tho war closed McKinloy 
cam* to congress, and rose, during a suc- 
cession of terms, to leadership in his party 
In the lower house. Ke also bocatno gov- 
ernor of his native state, Ohio. During this 


varied •ervlce h« received practical training 
of the kind most valuable to him whoa be 
became chief executive of the nation. To 
the high, faith of bis early yeart was added 
the capacity to realise his ideali. to work 
with his fellow-men at the same time that 
he led them. 


President HcKinley's rise to greatness had 


in it nothing of the sudden, nothing of the 
unexpected 
or 
seemingly 
accidental. 


Throughout his lone term of service In con- 
grese there was a steady increase alike in 
his power of leadership and in the recognl* 
tlon of that power both by the associates 
In public life and by the public itself. Ses- 
sion after session his Influence in the house 
grew greater; his party antagonists grew 
to look upon him with constantly Increasing 
respect; his party friends with constantly 
Increasing faith and admiration. 
Eight 


years before he was nominated for president 
he was already considered a presidential pos- 
sibility. Tour years before ho was nomi- 
nated only MB own hlg'h sense of honor pre- 
vented his being made a formidable com- 
petitor of the chief upon whom the choice 
of the convention then actually fell. 
In 


1898 ho was chosen because the great mass 
of his party knew him and believed in him 
and 
regarded him as symbolizing their 


ideals, as representing tholr aspirations. 
In 


estimating the forces which brought about 
his nomination and election. I do not under- 
value that devoted personal friendship which 
ho had the faculty .to inspire in so marked 
a degree among the ablest and most influ- 
ential loaders; this leadership waa of im- 
mense consequence in bringing about tho re- 
sult; but, after all, tho prime factor was the 
trust In and devotion to him felt by the 
great mass of men who had como to accept 
him as their recognized spokesman. Iu his 
nomination the national convention of a great 
party carried into effect in good faith the 
deliberate judgment of that party as to who 
its candidate should be. 


A PRESIDENT OF THE PEOPLE. 


But even as a candidate President McKin- 


ley was far moro than tho candidate of a 
party, and as president he was In tho broad- 
est and fullest sense the president of all tho 
people of all sections of the country. 


His first nomination came to him because 


of the qualities he had shown In healthy and 
open political leadership, 
the 
leadership 


which by word and deed impresses Itself as 
a virile force for good upon tho people at 
large and which has nothing in common with 
mere intrigue or manipulation. But in 1890 
tho Issue watt fjiirly Joined, rhlofly upon a 
question which as a party question was en- 
tirely new, BO that the old lines of political 
cleavage were In largo part abandoned. All 
other issues sank in importance when com- 
pared with tho vital neod of keeping our 
financial system on the high and honorable 
piano Imperatively demanded by our posi- 
tion as a great civilized powor. 
As the 


champion of such a principle Prctldent Mc- 
Kinley received the support not only of his 
own party, but of hundreds of thousands of 
those to whom he had been politically op- 
posed. He triumphed, and ho made good 
with scrupulous fidelity the promises upon 
which tho campaign was won. Wo wore at 
tho time In a period of great industrial de- 
pression and it was promised for and on be- 
half of McKInloy that If he were elected our 
financial system should not only bo pre- 
served unharmed, hut improved, and 
our 


economic system shaped In accordance with 
those theories which has always marked our 
periods of greatest prosperity, Tho prom- 
ises wore kept and following their keeping 
came the prosperity whicn we now enjoy. 
All that was foretold concerning the well- 
being which would follow the election of 
McXlnlay has been Justified by the event. 


OPENING OF ;N£,W ISSUES, 


But ns no often happens in our history, 


the president was forced to face questions 
other than those at issue at the time of hiii 
election. Within a yenr tho «ituation in 
Cnhft. 
h*d 
I»PPOTIT» 
MtnrnUy 
1'i1o1i»r«b1r>. 


President McKinley had fought too well in 
his youth, ho knew too well at 11*31 hand 
what war really was. lightly to enter into a 
struggle. 
Ho ttounht by every honorable 


means to preserve pisa.ee. to avert war. He 
made every effort consistent with, tho na- 
tional honor to bring about an amicable set' 
tlement of tho Cuban dlttlculty. Then, whcji 
It bnc-inio evident that these efforts were 
UBPless, that peace cnuld not be honorably 
entertained, hu devoted his strength to m 
inpr tho war as short and as decisive an pos- 
sible. It is needless to tell the result in 
detail. 
Suffice it to say thut rarely indeed 


in history lins a contest so far-reaching in 
the importanco of Its outcome been achieved 
with such ease. 
There followed a harder 


task. As a result of tho war wo caino into 
possession of Cuba, Porto Slco and the Phil- 
ippines. In each island tho conditions were 
such that we had to face problems entirely 
new lit our national experience, and, more- 
over, In each island or group of Islands tho 
problems differed radically from those pre- 
sented In the others. In Porto Rico tho task 
was simple. The Island could not be inde- 
pendent. It became In all essentials a part 
of the union. 
It has boon given all the 


benefits of our economic and financial sys- 
tem. Its inhabitants have been given the 


] highest individual liberty, while yet their 


government has been kept under the super- 
vision of officials so well chosen that tho 
island can b« appealed to as affording a 
model for all such experiments In the future; 
and this result was mainly owing to the 
admirable choice of instruments by Presi- 
dent McKinley wnen he selected the gov- 
erning- officials. 


PLEDGE TO CUBA KEPT- 


In Cuba, where we were pledged to give 


tho Island independence, the pledge was 
kept not merely in letter, but in spirit. It 
would have boon a betrayal of our duty to 
have given Cuba Independence out of hand. 


j President McKinley. with his usual singular 


I sagacity In the choice of agents, selected 
| Gen. Leonard Wood the man of all others 
i best fit to brine the island through its un- 


certain period of preparation for independ- 
ence, and the result of his wisdom was 
shown ivhcn last May the island became In 
name and In fact a free republic, for it 
started with a better equipment and unuor 
more favorable conditions ^ian had evir 
previously been the caso with any Spanish- 
American commonwealth. 


Finally, in the Philipines the problem was 


one of great complexity. 
A weaker and 


loss fir-sighted man than President McKin- 
ley would havo shrunk from a tnsk very 
difficult in itself and certain to furnish oc- 
casion for attack and misrepresentation no 
less than for honest misunderstanding. But 
President McKlnloy .lever flinched. Again 
his policy war. most amply vindicated. Peace 
has come to the islands, together with a 
greater measure of individual liberty and 
self-government than they havo over before 
known. All the tasks set us as a result of 
the war with Spain have so far been well 
and honorably accomplished and as a result 
this nation stands higher than over before 
amon? the nations of mankind. 


President McKinley's second campaign was 


fought mainly on the issue of approving 
what ho had tiono in his first administra- 
tion and Rpeciflcally what he had done as re- 
gards these problems springing out of the 
war with Spain. The result was that tha 
popular verdict In his favor was moro over- 
whelming than it had boon before. No othor 
president in our history hajt seen high and 
honorable effort 
crowned with moro con- 


spicuous personal success. No othor presi- 
dent entered upon his second term feeling 
puen rlrht to a profound and peaceful satis- 
faction. 


FALLS BY ASSASSIN'S HAND. 


Then, by a stroke of horror, so strange in 


Its ftintutio iriiaalty M to stand «•!««• in 
the blaok annalt of crime, he wat struck 
down. The brave, strong, gentle-fcemrt was 
stilled forever, and word was brought to the 
woman who. wept that she was to walk 
thenceforth alone In the shadow. The hide- 
ous Infamy of the deed shocked the nation 
to its depths, for the man thus struck at was 
In * peculiar sense the champion of the plain 
people. In a peculiar sense the representa- 
tive and the exponent of those ideals which, 
if wo live up to them, will make, as they 
havo largely made, our country a blessed 
refuge for all who strive to do right and to 
live their Ilvos simply and well as light is 
given them. Tho nation was stunned and 
the^people mourned with a sense of bitter 
bereavement because they bad loot a man 
whose heart beat for them as tho heart of 
Lincoln once had beaten. We did right to 
mourn; for the loss was ours, not his. He 
died in tho goldon fullness of his triumph. 
He died victorious In that highest of all 
kinds of ntrlfe, the strife for an ampler, 
justcr and more generous national life. For 
him the laurel, but woe for those whom ho 
loft behind; woe to the nation that lost him. 
and woe to mankind that there should eatlst 
creatures so foul that ono among them should 
strike at so noble a life. 


HONOR BY EMULATION. 


Wo arc gathered together tonight to re- 


call his memory, to pay our tribute of re- 
spect to the great chief and leader who fell 
In the harness, who was stricken down while 
hie eyes were bright with "the light that 
tolls of triumph tasted." We can honor him 
beat by the way wo show in actual deed that 
wo have taken to heart the lessons of his 
life. Wo must strive to achieve, each in the 
measure that lie can, something of the quali- 
ties which made President McKinley a leader 
of men. a mighty power for 
good, 
his 


Strength, his courage, his courtesy and dig- 
nity, his sense of justice, his ever-present 
kindliness and ragard for the 
rights 
uf 


others. He won greatness by meeting and 
solving the issues as they arose not by shirk- 
Ing them, mooting them with wisdom, with 
tho erorclso of the most skillful and cau- 
tions judgment, but with fearless resolution 
when the time of crisis came. He met each 
crisis on Its own merits: he never sought ex- 
cuse for shirking a task in tho fact that it 
%vas different from the one he had expected 
to face. 


Tho long public career which opened when 


as a boy he carried a musket in tho ranks 
anil closed when as a man In tho prime of 
his intellectual strength he stood among the 
world's chiof statesmen, cnmo to what it 
was because ho treated each triumph as open- 
ing the road to froeh effort, not ao an excuse 
for ceasing somo effort. 
He undertook 


mighty tasks. 
Somo of them he finished 


completely, others we must finish, and there 
remain yot others which ho did not havo to 
face, but which if wo are worthy to bo the 
inheritors of his principles wo will In our 
turn faco with the same resolution, the samo 
sanity, tho same unfaltering boliof in the 
greatness of this country and unfaltering 
championship of tho rights of oach and all 
of our people which marked his high and 
splendid career. 


JUDGE DAY'S SPEECH. 


Judge Day spoke in part as fol- 


lows: 


William McKinley's most precious legacy 


to mankind Is the example of his life and 
character. 
He believed Implicitly In his 


country and its Institutions. He had 
nu< 


preme faith in the people. Ho recognized 
that an enlightened public sentiment was the 
ultimate appeal of the statesman in a free 
country, and sought to guide it in tho chan- 
nel he believed beat and safest for Its wel 
faro. 
He never .nought to exalt 
himself 


above the people ho served. 
He kept In 


touch with them, and. as far an possible, do- 
11 ghtnil to take them in his clr.fldonco. 
In 


private Ufa he mot his follow citizens upon 
equal tnrms. He fulfilled to the ideal Car- 
dinal Nowman's dcnmtion of a gentleman- 
lie never inflicted pain. His presence- was al- 
ways an inspiration. 


POLICY IN PHILIPPINES. 


General Wright, after a tribute to 


President McKinley, 
reviewed the 


history of the Philippines and the 
conditions now existing there. 
The 


commission, he said, hnd been 
left 


absolutely free in the matter of ap- 
pointments 
by both President Mc- 


Kinley and President Hoosevelt. He 
advocated a protective goverament 
for the islands, expressed a hope that 
congress would appropriate $3,000,- 
000 to relieve the distress of the peo- 
ple due to cholera ravages, and said: 


The commission has most earnestly recom- 


mO""Cu to i'.o:i£itis tha.* Itfiiiliiicn be cr»*ct- 
ed to remedy tho currency evil, and also to 
glvo the Filipinos entrance into tho American 
market by reducing tho present tariff on ex- 
ports from the Philippines to the United 
States fram 75 per cent, to 26 per cent, of 
the Dlngley tarlll rates. It Is to be hoped 
thut these bills will become laws. The only 
danger of a failure of their passage lies in 
tho fact that this Is the short session of 
congress and other legislation more immedi- 
ately affecting the people clamors for con- 
sideration. 


C. E. SMITH'S ADDRESS. 


Charles 
Emory Smith, who was 


postmaster general under President 
McKinley, said in part:

A VERY HEATED SESSION 


Eminent Lawyers Took Heavy 


Parts in the Debate-- 


Little Else Done, 


By a vote of 12 to 6 the city coun- 


cil 'last night decreed to extend the 
franchise of the S. B. Fleming com- 
pany for the construction of a line 
on Berry street for a period of four 
months and four days. Those voting 
against the extension were Council- 
men Scheid, Hosey, Glenn, Lennon, 
Baker and 
Griebel. 
O'Ryan 
and 


Sbrdelet were the only absentees and 
had they been present the knowing 
ones say that O'Byan would 
have 


voted against the extension and that 
Bordclet would have 
voted for it. 


The vote being taken defining the 
position of the council a recess was 
taken until Thursday night 
when 


the ordinance will come 
up on Its 


third reading and for final passage 
and the presumption is that it will 
pass by practically the same vote. 


It was nearly 9 o'clock when the 


mayor's gavel fell to call the assem- 
blage to order, the delay being occa- 
sioned by the fact that several com- 
mittees were still out. The gas com- 
mittee was still out and the commit- 
tee on franchises having the Flem- 
ing extension in hand was having a 
eerious time of It In one of the com- 
mittee rooms. 


A VARIOUS LOBBY. 


Meanwhile 
the 
corridors, ante- 


rooms and lobby of the council floor 
were densely 
populated by people 


representing 
diversified 
interests. 


The gentlemen with the 12x14 kick 
up their sleeve against the gas com- 
pany were much in evidence, while 
the capitalists promoting the 
hot 


water Heating 
system 
were 
also 


there, almost in a body, to see that 
nothing went wrong with the fran- 
chise which had been signed up by 
the board of works the day before, 
and last but not least the whole east 
end of Berry street was present in 
force—all 
except 
the 
"thirteen 


widows with orphan children"—so 
feelingly referred to by Judge Zol- 
lars in the course of his address. 


When later in the evening it be- 


came evident that nothing but the 
Fleming franchise could possibly be 
disposed of during the evening the 
lobby was desorted 
by all except 


settled last 
June—but 
will you 


Abide by the terms of the franchise 
which you yourselves 
had 
drawn 


and afterwards approved containing 
an express stipulation that the time 
should be extended in 
case 
there 


was a delay occasioned by litigation. 
There was litigation and it kept us 
in court just four months and four 
days and it is for an extension ol 
just that much time that we are ask- 
ing. 


"If that clause didn't mean any- 


thing and had no value, what in the 
name of sense was it put there for? 
The question before you is simply: 
Will you bs fair?" 


Mr. Doughman said that nothing 


had occurred to change conditions, 
in spite of the charges of the oppo- 
sition. He had heard of consolida- 
tions, but knew of none, and as at- 
torney for both parties he would be 
in a position to know and wanted to 
state on his honor 
that there had 


been no consolidation; 
that there 


were but three Fort Wayne stock- 
holders interested in the S. B. Flem- 
ing company and the Fort Wayne 
traction company both and that their 
interests were not sufficiently large 
to control the millions interested in 
the two companies. He then placed 
the council on its honor to fulfill its 
contract as set up in the franchise 
and concluding 
asked: 
"Do you 


want to go on record as having made 
an agreement and given a solemn 
promise in June only to repudiate it 
in January with no other 
excuse 


than that you simply changed your 
mindP" 


JUDGE ZOLLABS SPEAKS. 


After a consultation between Hon. 


W. G. Colerick and Judge Zollars it 
was agreed that Judge Zollars should 
lead the opposition to the franchise. 
He made a speech of over an hour, 
which he opened by 
saving 
that 


twenty years ago he was better ac- 
quainted with the council, because 
about that time he had the honor of 
being the city attorney. 
Speaking 


of the subject under consideration, 
he said that the streets belonged to 
the people and to all the people, and 
that every man in Fort Wayno had 
a right to be heard on the rights 
of tho people on any street. He dis- 
puted the right of any corporation to 
take away from them 
ments on any 
street, 


those interested in the East 
Berry 


street extension. 


TWO REPORTS IN. 


After the usual opening prelimi- 


naries Clerk Schmidt stated that the 
committee on contracts and 
fran- 


chises had submitted 
two 
reports. 


One was signed by Hosey, Glenn and 
Echeid, and recommended the rejec- 
tion of the application of S. B. Flem- 
ing for an extension of time to com- 
plete the East Berry street car line 
and set out the reasons why such an 
sztcr.sio*! should b» refused, and the 
ether was a minority report signed 
by Miller and Gerding briefly report- 
ing in favor of the extension. Then 
came the fireworks. 


The first report read was that of 


fhe majority and on motion it was 
agreed to afford the representatives 
of each faction an opportunity to de- 
fine their respective positions on tho 
floor. After a motion to adopt the 
majority report brought the matter 
before the house in debatable form, 
N. D. Doughman, representing 
the 


Fleming interests, was heard in a 
speech of about twenty minutes in 
which he illustrated that the com- 
pany was asking nothing unreason- 
able in asking for an extension of 
only a few months when the origi- 
nal franchise provided that such an 
extension should be granted in case 
litigation or strikes or acts of Provi- 
dence prevented the 
completion of 


the work by May 1, 1903. 


LITIGATION DELAYED IT. 


He pointed out that litigation had 


delayed the work just

months and four days and that that 
was all the extension of time asked 
for.

Wayne in which the time for the 
completion was not extended when 
asked for and could not see why this

«Doughman, "is not on granting a 
franchise; that has been setlled—was

He said that the franchise 


of the Fleming company

torily provided that the work must 
be completed by the first day of May 
of this year and that to extend the 
time would be the same as granting 
a new franchise; that the franchise 
stated that the council may extend 
the time, but does not soy that the 
time shall be extended.

Mr. Fleming interrupted Judge Zol-

WAS WAITING FOR IT. 


Judge Zollars took the cue because, 


he said, he had been waiting for it 
to be sprung. "The case of Chicago 
street," said he, "Is no different from 
that of any other street, but the sur- 
roundings aro different. 
The Penn- 


sylvania company wants a fow feet 
on Chicago street and wants it badly. 
But It says to the city that It will 
pay the property owners abutting 
every dollar of damage that may re- 
sult and asks for no benefits. 
The 


Fleming company," he added, ''says 
that it wants what it asks for and 
won't pay a cent to anybody. That's 
the 
difference." 
He then drew 


pathetic picture 
of the hardships 


•which 
would befall 
the thirteen 


widows who live on East Berry street 
and whose property 
the Fleming 


company is trying to despoil, and 
that there were orphans on the street 
who had a right to look to the coun- 
cil as their natural protectors. Re- 
ferring to his notes, he spoke of Mrs.

Mrs. Beach and one or two others, 
and said he hoped the councilmen 
would not forget the solemn trust 
reposed in them. 


JUDGE COLERICK'S SPEECH. 
Hon. W. G. Colerick then followed 


in an impassioned speech of about 
an hour, the argument of which at 
the outset was to make a direct con- 
nection betwen the Fleming company 
and the new ownership of the.Fort 
Wayne traction company's lines. He 
referred personally to Fleming, Paul 
and Murdock as the owners of the 
Fleming line and to the same parties 
as owners of the Fort Wayne traction 
company's lines and said that he 
thought it would be easy for them 
to get together without much of a 
row. 
He said that if there was any 


delay by litigation it was all occa- 
sioned by the Fleming company and

He 
said ho would cut out all tho person- 
alities and asked the councilmen to 
disregard everything that had been 
;aid that did not bear directly on the 
question nt issue. "I assume," said 
he, "that you are here simply to act 
upon my request for an extension of 
time according to section 11 of the 
franchise, which you have given me 
and which provides for just exactly 
what I am asking for. I am not ask- 
ing for any additional 
rights—not 


one, 
but am. asking that you do what 


you agreed to do. 
The speeches of 


Judges Zollars and Colerick are very 
pleasant to listen to, even if they 
are not to the point. The gentlemen 
have my thanks for introducing old 
friends. 
I heard those speeches be- 


fore and they are quite familiar. 
I 


heard them here, I heard them in Jay 
county and presume I will hear them 
next month in Adams county, 
but 


they present nothing new. We have 
the franchise and intend to build tha 
road and will build it, but are asking 
you to give us the time that was con- 
sumed in court by the persons who 
are endeavoring to prevent us from 
building. When I came in here ask- 
ing for a franchise I thought I had 
drawn up a fair statement on what I 
wanted and had agreed upon with 
the board of works. 
What did you 


do? 
You took that franchise 
and 


made eleven amendments to it and I 
accepted ten of the eleven and com- 
promised on the other. I did not ask 
for Berry street—I wanted Wayne, 
but you, in 
your wisdom, thought 


Berry street 
would be better and 


gave me Berry and you inserted the 
extension clause at my request and 
did it knowingly. Now all I ask of 
you is to let me go ahead under the 
franchise which you reconstructed 
for me. 


MAKES A DISCLOSURE. 


"Now I want to say another thing 


and that is something regarding the 
Fort Wayne Traction company. It 
has been often repeated here tonight 
that the 
S. B. Fleming company 


and the owners of the traction com- 
pany's lines are identical and I want 
to say on my honor that is not true. 
In December Mr. McCullough went 
to Cleveland and secured an option 
on the Fort Wayne Traction com- 
pany's properties and made a deposit! 


I of a nominal sum to hold the option 
and that is as far as the deal has 
gone. We do no't own the Fort Wayne 
lines and do not control them. I will 
frankly state that I believe we will 
own them before our option expires 
on the flrst day of April, but there 
are a hundred things that may tran- 
spire and prevent the final purchase 
of the property; I don't believe there 
will be any obstacle but there may 
be, and while this is nobody's busi- 
ness but ours, I want to be frank. 
Today the two companies are as sep- 
arate as this body is from the legis- 
lature at Indianapolis.

council will grant it" 


THE VOTE TAKEN. 


There being' no further oratory in 


sight the mayor asked the pleasure 
of the council. 
Councilman Miller 


moved that the minority report be 
substituted for the majority report, 
which motion was amended by Hosey 
that the majority report 
now be 


adopted. On a call of the ayes and 
nayes Hosey's motion was lost 
by 


the following vote:

PRINCE'S DOTH 


OUETD SUICIDE 


His Driver Says the Prince 


Went Alone Into Woods 


With a Rifle. 


Nordhausen, Prussian Saxony, Jan. 


28.—Prince Wolflgang Zu Solberg- 
Stolberg, who was found shot dead 
early yesterday morning in the park 
of his castle at Bottleberode, proba- 
bly committed suicide. His father 
lay dead in the castle of Stolberg 
and the son started to drive from his 
own castle at Bottleberode to spend 
the night by his father's body. The 
prince took a hunting rifle with him 
in the carriage. 
As the family ex- 


plains, it was his custom to shoot 
game during his'drives. While the 
carriage was still in 
Rottleberode 


park the prince told the driver to 
stop, got out and walked, carrying 
his rifle into the thick woods/' The 
driver later heard a shot and waited 
a long time for the prince's return. 
Then the man searched the woods 
and found the prince dead, shot in 
the head and his hands still clutch- 
ing the rifio. 
The body lay in the 


woods for five hours while a coffin 
was being brought to the spot. The 
prince, who was 53 years of age, was 
a hereditary member of the Prussian 
house of lords. His father was ele- 
vated from the rank of count to that 
of prince this year. 
The bodies of 


the father and son will probably be 
buried side by side today.

"Now, I have this hope and every 


Christian ought to be able to give ft 
reason for it. How can we be happy, 
or 
comfortable, or 
be helpful to 


others unless you 
can 
do that. 


0, what would this world be without 
hopeP Campbell haa written a most 
beautiful poem upon the theme—his 
'Pleasures of Hope.' But, after all, 
there is but one hope—the hope of the 
Christian. When Sir Walter Scott, 
one of the world's 
most 
eminent 


writers, lay dying he said feebly: 
'Give me the book.' 'Which bookP' 
was asked of him. 'There is but one 
book,' he replied. And so there is 
hut one true hope—the Christian's 
hope, O, Christian, how often it has 
lighted your path and cheered your 
heart, this blessed hope, anchor of 
the soul! I could not express what 
it is. Were I to try I should say it 
is a realization of salvation through 
Christ and an abundant 
entrance 


into the happy beyond. Put it in 
any form you will—write a book 
about it—you cannot adequately ex- 
press it. I pray that God will send 
us home tonight with hearts so full 
of Christian hope and Joy that we 
will bend beneath the burden as we 
get closer and closer, to Jesus.

two and he wants ten; give him ten 
and he wants a thousand; give him 
a thousand and he wants a million; 
give him a million and he wants the 
earth! 


"Does fame satisfy? Make a man 


a constable and he wants to be sher- 
iff; make him sheriff and he wants to 
be judge; make him judge and he 
wants to be governor; mako him 
governor and ho wants to be senator; 


long must these things exist before 
you will rise up and demand that the 
mayor and other officials enforce the 
lawp You need to show that there 
is a power in the church. Go to the. 
saloons, the gambling tables, 
the 


homes where wine is drank and cards 
are played, and ask if these pleasures 
satisfy. 
Nothing in this world an- 


swers the longing 
of your soul. 


There is no human height 
that 


brings heaven to the heart. 


PROVISION FOR SOUL. 


"But since it is not found on earth, 


is it not fair to presume that some- 
where God has provided for the soul. 
Astronomers figuring from known 
conditions reasoned that in a certain 
locality there should be a star. Bye 
and bye they made a telescope strong 
enough to view it. 
Take this old 


bible as a telesfcope, place it to the 
eye of faith, and beyond the bound- 
aries of earth you will find that God 
has rr.ade provision for the soul. It 
requires a more violent stretch of 
the imagination not to believe in a 
hereafter than to believe in it. 


SOME REASONS CITED. 


"I do not understand all of this 


blessed old bible; no human intellect 
has ever comprehended 
its depth 


and its beauty. 
This proves that a 


mind greater than man wrote the 
book to help humanity on toward a 
life that is above and beyond earth. 
It is a reason for hope. Then, I test 
its promises. It tells me to do cer- 
tain things, and not to do certain 
other things. It tells me all about 
myself. It never fails. God's word 
says if you spread the gospel abroad 
evil will die. You have seen all sorts 
of illustrations of the truth of this. 
It is seen in the splendid reforma- 
tion of men reclaimed from lives of 
sin by the gospel. I recall the case

ENGINEEB TO BLAME. 


A policeman who aided in the work 


of rescue made the following state- 
ment today concerning Davis: 


"I assisted in carrying Davis, the 


engine driver, from the engine. 
He 


was terribly injured. 
He said: 'I 


am responsible for the accident. 
I 


saw the danger signal, but expected 
it to turn white.' 


The statement made last night that 


it was a Royal Blue line express of 
the Baltimore 
and Ohio company 


which ran into the local express was 
erroneous. There was no Baltimore 
and Ohio train in the wreck. 


The wrecking crews at work try- 


'ing to clear the tracks and get out 
bodies -were assisted by hundreds of 
persons from Westfield, 
Cranford 


Plainfleld and other places who had 
been brought to the scene by the 
news of the collision. 
Big bonfires 


•were built of the wreckage and old 
railroad ties to light up the scene 
and enable the men to sec to do their 
work. 
More than a thousand per- 


sons remained at the spot all night 
and there were many pitiful scenes 
as bodies were dug out of the wreck- 
age and recognized by relatives and 
friends. 


PLATT'S SECRETARY KILLED. 


C. P. Thayer, who was killed, was 


secretary to United States Senator 
Thomas C. Platt. A train conveying 
the bodies of thirteen victims of the 
wreck arrived at Plainfleld at 3:05 
a. m. Many of them were not recog- 
nizable. The people of the city were 
in a frenzy of grief. 
All sorts of 


rumors were afloat nnd it. was re- 
ported that the number of the dead 
would reach 
a hundred 
or more. 


The great majority of the dead and 
Injured were 
cither 
residents of 


Plainfleld or lived 
in neighboring

that more than fifty persons were in-

SIGNALS WEBB WORKING. 


"The signals were 
working 
all 


right before and after the accident, 
as we found on investigation. 
It 


seems, then, that along 
came 
the 


Philadelphia express, one 
of 
our 


lourly trains between New York and 
Philadelphia and flying past all the 
warnings was driven 
by its engi- 


neer into the local train with such 
force as to telescope 
three 
of 
its 


coaches. 
So far as I can ascertain 


the only explanation Davis, the en- 
gineer of the express, can give was 
that he did not see any red lights. 
But he was in such a critical condi- 
tion that he barely knew what he 
was saying. I understand he jumped 
and his injuries were 
received 
in 


that manner. 
The air-brakes were 


applied just 
before the crash, I 


think, by the engineer, though they 
might have been set by being torn 
apart in the crash. 


"Davis was a thoroughly compe- 


tent engineer and had six years' ex- 
perience running on the 
road 
be- 


tween New York and Philadelphia. 
He was 33 years old, of good habits, 
and had a very good record. 


"The property loss is insignificant. 


The express train, aside from the en- 
gine, was not damaged five cents' 
worth. 
Soon after the wreck 
the 


Somerville local came through on an- 
other track and its cars were scratch- 
ed a little, but the reports that this 
train ran into the wreckage and 
caused further loss of life are wholly 
false."

STORIES OF PASSENGERS. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 28.—A num- 
ber of Philadelphians who were pas 
sengers on the express train, arrived 
here today. Their stories describin; 
the scenes which followed the colli- 
sion were practically identical. M. 
M. Beinhard, a salesman, said: 
"I 


•was in the day coach of the express. 
My car was the second in the train. 
We were going at least sixty miles 
an hour, when I felt a terrific shock 
and was thrown 
from my seat, as 


were all the other passengers in tho 
car. 
Tho first shock was followed 


by a second almost as hard as the 
first, and when we came to a stop 
there were on each side of our car 
the split halves of another car that 
we had literally ploughed through. 
Before I could get out a train from 
Philadelphia passed in the opposite 
direction on the far track, ploughing 
through the wreckage of our train 
and the one we had run into. 
The 


wreckage was thrown back upon us 
and caught flre." 


Charles Herman said: 
"The acci- 


dent occurred at 6:35 p. m. I know 
this definitely, because I had just 
looked at my watch 
nn instant be- 


fore. 
Three persons inextricably 


wedged in the burning Tvood slowly 
burned to death, while the other pas- 
sengers, looking on in horrified sil- 
ence, were unable to render 
them 


any aid. 
We then quickly tore the 


scats from the cars, piled them 
up 


against the wreckage and strove to 
rescue all of the living we could. Sev- 
eral of the escapes were remarkable. 
Two men were sitting together in 
the same seat. 
One escaped 
with 


only a slight cut on the car, the oth- 
er was terribly mangled and cannot 
live. 
A husband and wife also sit- 


ting together were thrown high in 
the air and lighted on top of a car. 
When we reached them the woman 
was holding up the man. 
She was 


virtually uninjured, but he was in a 
very bad way."

Bars Valued at $40,000

FOUND ROBBERS IN CAR 


Trainmen Battle With and Put 


to Flight Mexican Ban- 


dits Who Did Job 


Alamo Gordo, N. 
M., Jan. 28.— 


Somewhere between this place and 
El Paso, 
Texas, a United States 


bonded car in transit from the El 
Paso smelter to Chicago, loaded with 
six hundred bars of silver bullion, 
was entered by robbers and eighty 
of the bars stolen. 


At Jarilla Junction the broken seal 


was discovered and an investigation 
revealed three Mexicans in the car. 
When on attempt was made to eject 
them they pulled knives and a lively 
fight took place, in which the crew 
was victorious and drove away the 
robbers. 


At Dog Canyon, Sheriff Hunter saw 


three Mexicans, 
who took to the 


brush. A call to halt was answered 
by a fusillade. 
A running fight en- 


sued. 
Hunter 
shot 
a 
Mexican 


through the heart. 
The other two 


escaped, but posses are after them. 
Officials are of the opinion that the 
bonded car was entered by robbers 
just outside El Paso, who threw the 
bars out of the car to be gathered up 
by confederates. 
The value of the 


missing bullion is estimated at $40,- 
000.
